PARDON ASKED 
State Board Urged by Dar- 
row, to Free Chicago — 
| Forger.

Joliet; III., Nov. 17. -I Special. I-Attor- 
ney Clarence Darrow went before the 
state pardon board, in session here to- 


Van Vlissingen, Chicago forger, 
following pleas: 

Van Vlissingen has served within 
eight months of the maximum sen- 
tence imposed by law. 

He has been a model prisoner, act- 
ing equally well as tender of chickens 
in the poultry yard and confidential 
clerk and editor of the Prison Post. 

His poverty now and his loss of 
family during the last year, 

Ur State Clemency.

state parole law framed for the benefit 
of convicts whe want to show that they 
can serve the last year of their sentence 
without restraint?’ 

To back his plea for clemency Darrow 
introduced in evidenee @ letter from for- 
mer Warden E. M. Allen, in which Mr, 
Allen recommended leniency and said that 
Van Vlissingen had been of incalculable 
value as a confidential clerk. 

“Van Vlissingen made himself obnox- 
ious to other prisoners because of his po- '

In closing Darrow introduced petitions 
for elemency signed by Judge Thomas G, 
Windes and former State's Attorney John 
J. Healy. Healy prosecuted and Judge 
Windes sentenced Van Vilssingen. Other 
petitions signed by 150 Chicage lawyers, 
former judges, end sitting judges were 


presented. 
Oppese Giving Pardon. 

Otte C. Butz, Leo F. Wormeer, Henry 
Bartholomay, John A. Orb, and Mrs. J. 
H. Glede opposed Van Viissingen’s plea, 
They seid they represented wWetims whose 
losses would aggregate $1,200,000, They 
intimated that if the board granted the 
parole plea they would ask that State's 
Attorney Moyne try Van Vlissingen again 
on one of the three indictments still pend- 
ing against him in Cook county. 

In opposing the petition Mr. Wormser 
declared Van Vlissingen “the world’s

When Ramekin Comes In. 


N cold weather there is no better way 
ot serving a vegetable, when a meal 
cannot be served on the minute, than 
in the ramekin dish (individual) or 
the larger baking dish. Like other 
preparations, vegetables are almost al- 
ways cooked on the top of the stove, and 
well seasoned before they are put into the 
oven to bake. A little more baking the: 
does not spoil them, and they will keep 
hot for fifteen or twenty minutes and 


The ramekin is more used for fish per- 
haps than anything else, taking the place 
of the scallop shell, the crab shell, or that 
of the lobster. Any mixture prepared for 
these may be cooked in a ramekin. A 
favorite on hotel tables are the deviled 
preparations, which are generally no 
more than shredded fish of tome sort, 
perhaps lobster, highly seasoned, put into 
a shell, covered with the finest of grated 
bread crumbs, and browned in the oven. 
In the case of white fish it may instead 
be broken into small bits, cooked a little 
in a white sauce, perhaps seasoned with 
a few drops of sherry, and some fresh or 
preserved red pepper, put into a shell or 
little dish, covered with bread crumbs, 
and browned. 

There is no more attractive way of serv- 
ing leftovers than in the ramekin. Not 
only fish and vegetables may be utilized 
by mixing and seasoning them in a white 
or cream sauce but bits of poultry and 
other meat may be served in the same 
way. A Newburg sauce may take the 
place of the white sauce, or a little meat 
or vegetable may be extended scallop 
fashion with cracker crumbs. Any of the 
meats or vegetables made into souffles 
may be baked in the small ramekin and 
sO May anything served au gratin.
